Under Rule 74, debate will be allowed, on the statement to be 
made by the hon Minister for Education 

The Minister for Education (Sri S B P Pattabht Rama Rao) 
Sir, I may be permitted to make the following statement 

Article 45 of the Constitution of India enjoins on all the States 
to provide free and compulsory education to all children, irrcspecuve 
of their caste, creed or income of the parent, upto the age-hnut of 14. 
The Government, after giving careful consideration to this matter, 
issued orders m G O Ms No 1409 dated 19-6-1956 for imparting 
free education upto Form III to all pupils m this State (This matter 
is confined to Andhra area. Sir This information is confined only to 
the Andhra area, and I may acquaint the House about it*) 

So, it was ordred m G O No Ms 2152, Education, dated 
14-9-1956 that Rule 16 of the Rules for recognition. Rule 4 of the rule 
for aid of the rules relating to Elementary Schools and Rule 71 of tlm 
Madras Edu*cationai Rules should be amended m respect of the teacfae^ 
pupil ratio On account of this scheme, the State has to miott an extra 
expenditure of about 60 lakhs per annum It has therefore become 
necessary to find out ways and naeans to meet thi<* cKtra commitment 
One of the suggestions made to the Gavernmeut was that savings 
may be effected m the employment of teachers m elementary schools 
by enhancing the pupil-teacher ratio m these schools from 3 S to 40 
(Ongmally it was 35 and we have raised it to 40 > This suggestion 
was accepted by the Government* Further, it was considered that 
the mcri^se m the teacher-pupil ratio would also act as an mcetitive 
to teachers to bnng on rolls an ever-mcn&asmg number of pupils* 
The following orders were therefore issued in G*0 Ms^ No* 2152, 
Education, dated 14th September 1956: 

(t) thai the teaoher-pupil raUo m aided schools shall be raised 
from 1*20. to 1-25. 

(ii> that tibie teacher-i^^il ratio In Oovermmem and I^ocal 
Boards* schools shall be mised firom 1*35 to t-40* 

In this connection, it may be nt^sationed* Sir, that the Sybjeot 
C!bmnutt€^ of Plan0i0& Educ^U^n Divs^ion, Etemcatary JBducation» 
ims^ m^e a recopaikiKiiHiatton to the d3ht3X. that atl State Oovenunent^s 
ai»>ald Ibe ineqisested to mxse the avera^ teadber^'piipil ratio to a m$m.^ 
miin <Nr 40 wiihoiatt delay ^^ if necessary, st ^oiiid be laised 
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sttU higher upto a maximum of 50, and that all plans of expansion of 
primary education should be revised on the basis of the above pupil - 
teacher ratio without any more delay It may be pointed out. Sir, 
thai the Minister for Education, Government of India, has accepted 
the recommendation of the Planning Commission indicated above for 
raising the average teacher-pupil ratio to a maximum of 40 and as an 
emergency measure for the present period of mdequate financial 
resources The action taken by the Government is strictly m accor- 
dance with the recommendations of the Planning Commisson which 
have been accepted by the Minister for Government of India Unless 
measures hke these are implemented immediately, it will be diflBcult 
for ihe Government to implement the schemes for the expansion of 
the elementary education in this State There is no need or justifi- 
cation to revoke the orders already issued enhancing the teacher-pupii 
ratio 

Sir, i will not subscnbe to the allegation that there has been a 
great retrenchment, for the reason that the percentage of teachers 
retrenched so far m all the District Board Schools and aided schools 
put together has not been more than one per cent , and we have given 
mstructions to all the Special Officers of the District Boards as well 
as managers of aided schools to give preference m the matter of 
appomtment to those retrenched teachers, if any, m any particular 
area» and that is being looked into So^ Sir, I feel that this matter 
is neither urgent nor is there anything concermng the State puttmg it 
mto grave danger or anything of that sort. So, I feel. Sir, that the 
tBOlion should be disallowed 

Mr Speaker * No question of disallowing It is a question 
of the hon. Minister making a statement The hon Minister has 
made the statement and the matter has ended there Nobody can 
put any questions or raise any discussion or debate on the statement

STTAIBMENT ON FOOD SITUATION IN THE STATE 

The Mimsterfor ^grumhwe {Sru P TMmma Reddy) Sir, I beg 
to move **That the Food situation m the State be taken into conside- 
ration ** 

Tiiere seems to twe^ a0 impression that there has been a rise in 
pffecs of l^od^Tf^ins to aa extent l;hat causes hardship to large sections 
of |>d^|Hilatioa ^nd that governmental interference would be requir<?d 
to ainc^ tiie upwmd imts^^ Actually, liowever, a ca^nsideration of 
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the prevailing prices as well as a comparative study of the trends of 
prices over the past few years will show that while there certainly has 
been an increase m the price of foodgrams such a rise has not been 
confined only to prices of foodgrams and that there is a reJation bet- 
ween trends of prices of foodgrams and the prices of other agricultu- 
ral produce, consumer goods and industrial products In fact m the 
last four years while tne prices of textiles and metal products have 
gone up, those of cereals have gone down while other commodities 
have moved with cereals Between 1955 to 1956 there \^as a rise m 
the index number of cereals but this rise is less than what is noticed 
in the case of other commodities and m any case the index number 
of cereals has not touched the 1953 level 

Here is the index I shall read the indices for 1953, 1956 and 
1957

2 Thus merely because foodgrams is one of the e&sentials of 
life require by all sections of the population the prices of whiph tend 
to affect the entire population, there has been much protest about the 
nse in these prices without a corresponding appreciation of the factors 
generally at work in the economy as a whole which have a tendency 
to increase prices. The most important of suoh factors is the increase 
m the supply of money with its impact both directly on the pru^s of 
foixlgrains and indirectly on i?uch prices by its effect on the pnces of 
other oommoditfcs of which the agricuttunst himself is a consumer 
To this should also be added the impact of Dtrvelopmenta! expenditure 
on the economy ais a whole Therefore* while il has b&s^n emphasised 
Hiat a rise m prices^ of foodgrams would generally affect die pnce 
tevel of ail othet commodttiea it h^ been overlooked that the pnce 
tevel of other eoaimoditi^ would itself «tlso affect the prfces^ of food- 
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grams The pnces which a farmer pays for what he buys would have 
an effect on his cost of hving and on the cost of production of his 
crop Hence the general level of prices which concern hira should be 
taken mto account in determining the level of the prices of foodgrams 
In the past few years since 1953 because of the index number of 
cereals raising correspondingly less than the mdex number of other 
commodities, an agncultunst has actually been paying higher prices 
for the commodities he buys than what he has been receiving for his 
produce It cannot, therefore, be said that the rise m the pnces of 
foodgrams has been in aiy way of a different magnitude than the rise 
m the pnces of other commodities or so large as to have an upsettmg 
influence on the economy as a whole In fact agricultural prices have 
lagged behind other prices and have not even to-day reached the 1953 
peak-level 

The prices of agricultural commodities including foodgrams 
touched a low level m 1955 mainly due to peak production in that 
y^tr and a considerable release of imported and previously procured 
stocks In 1956, however, the pnces started recovering partly due to 
a general drop m production m the year 1955-56 and partly due to an 
increased demand due to increased population This tendency was 
further accencuated by the better credit facilities to producers and 
traders that were offered by the Reserve Bank of India and partly 
perhaps by a tendency on the part oF the traders to hold stocks m 
antiofpaiion of hifi^her prices Thus the average price of nee H sort 
which was Rs 15 12 per md m January 1956 rose to Rs» 19 56 m 
l>5cember 1956 while the average pnce of jowar increased from 
Rs 8 31 per md in January 1956 to Rs 15 94 per md m January 
1957 In the begmnmg of 1957 after the hardest in the case of rice 
tliere was a $Ught fall of the pnces to Rs 18,87 but m February 1957 
It had again recovered to Rs 19-69 The pnce of jowar dechned to 
Rs 13 07m Apnll 957 but a^am rose to Rs- 13.67 m July, 1957 
Thus whfle jtt 1956 there was a general recovery of pnces from the 
low levels to which they had fallen m 1955, tMs tendency continued 
%tk 1957 and in view of such continued nse in pnc^ the Government 
of India felt that some steps should be taken to stop this upward trend 

iMaetmre^ t0 Ckeck the Rise iti Fnces. 

With a view tochecfang the use lapncto ttf foodgrams the 
Essential Comitiodmes (Amendment) Act was promulgated o^ Jpne 
6, 1957* The Goveniment of India also issued a nottficatiton dated 
7*6-1957 cb^gating ^^^^ss^ry powers of tequisftiomng of stocks frocti 
tmders^ i^oddsts etc.|^ tQ the Sl^le Governments. But despite such 
4el^i3N9ii» it mm desired that for sometime at leasts the States sh0nI<J 
n^ ^^ m^ miO^T th^ A<* tm w^^Sm^wm% of st^dks withoiit th«r 
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advice of, and prior consultation with, the Central Government, 
It was however, felt by the Government that no action was necessary 
suo moto so far as this State was concerned, as there had actually 
been a shght fall m prices consequent upon the promulgation of the 
Amendment Act. 

Another step taken by the Government of India to arrest the 
upward trend in prices and^ at the same time, to ensure supplies to 
the dej5cit States, was the formation of the Rice Southern Tjouq with 
effect from the 10th July 1957 under the Rice (Southern Zone) 
Movement Control Order, 1957 The Zone comprises of the States* 
of Andhra Pradesh, Madras, Mysore and Kerala, and export 
of rice from any place withm the zone to any place outside 
It was prohibited except under a permit to be issued by the State 
Government, suoject to the condition that such exports under permits 
would be regulated in accordance with the export quotas to be fixed 
by the Government of India from time to time The Government of 
India suggested that, to begin with, a monthly export of 20 000 tons 
from Andhra to Bombay and West Bengal, at the rate of 10,000 tons 
to each State, might be allowed In view of the urgency of the matter, 
and m view of the delays that would occur if the administrative orga- 
nisation was to take up the question of issuing permits, the entire 
export quota w^as given to the Andhra Fradesii Rice Mtilers* Associa^ 
tion, Bhimavaram, with neeesi>ary instructions to issue permits 
within that quota on the basis pf certain agreed principtes Subseqj- 
entiy, a communication was received from the Government of India 
on 3-8-'57, stating that no movement was actually taking place to 
Kerala, that the miUers and stockists of Andhra were holding back 
the stocks which was going to nullify entirely the ejBFeot of the Sou* 
thern zone, and that, therefore, the export of nee from Andhra to 
Bombay and West Bengal should be totally stopf^d- A quantity of 
nearly 20;,(KX) tons on pnvate account was exported to different places 
Within the zone, and 2,980 tons were exported to West Bengal and 
Bombay between ZS-T-^S? and 6-8-*57 when the expoi^t permits were 
operative It may be stated, in this connection, that due to these various 
x^a^ons the movement of noe from the surplus districts to places 
outside had been adversely effected, with the result that the de^patcli 
by rail of nee and paddy from the Vijaj^wada region during January 
1957 upto 24th September, 19^7 was only 2,61,540 t0t3$, whereas 
duTMg the corresponding penod of last year the exports were atleast 
a lakh more than this. It is estimated thajt tJbie mtllets m the surplus 
dktrict^ had stiU j9^tock$ with them of about 30,000 tons of nee by the 
3^i^ddle ^Octob^ 19^57^ while tfa^ i^odu^^eirs have with them i,00,000 
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Since about the middle of August, 1957, the Government of 
India started requisitioning of rise m the coastal districts of Andhra, 
th'-ough their Jomt Director of Food, with a view to ensuring supplies 
to the deficit States About 38 thousand tons of nee have been pro- 
cured by the Government of India so far, of which about 33 thou- 
sand tons have been iDO\ed out, about 8 thousand tons of this being 
sent outside the Zone 

Food Production 

The area under nee crop in the Andhra Pradesh State during 
the year 1956-57 was estimated to be about 71 04 lakh acres (Andhra 
region about 50 00 lakh acres and Telengana region about 21 04 lakh 
acres), with an estimated production of 33 04 lakh tons (Andbra 
region about 26 68 Lakh tons and Telengana region about 
6 36 lakh tons) Rice production is largely concentrated m the 
delta districts of the Andhra region, viz , East Godavan, West 
Godavari, Krishna, Guntur, and Nellore, which account for about 
70% of the total production m the entire Andhra region The area 
under miHels m the State is estimated at 113 62 lakh acres, with an 
estimated production of 21 22 lakh tons The total production of 
rice and millets m the State is thus estimated at 54 26 lakh tons 

The population of the State m February^ 1957 was estimated 
at 335^79 lakhs The consumption of cereals fnce and xmllets) is 
estimated at 14 oz$ per head per day, and the requirements of seed 
at 21 lb3 per acre for rice and 10 lbs per acre for millets The total 
requirements of foodgrams, on the above basis* work out to 49 05 
lakh tons Thus the State has a net exportable surplus of 5 21 
lakh tons. 

The present seasonal conditions undfood situation : 

The South West Monsoon is on the whole about 25% below 
normal except in small patches here and there 

la Snkakulam and the Northern portion of Visakhapatnam 
district, r^itifaU has been below normal and in October also the rams 
have not beeid a4€«!uai;e* So the yield of dry ^rops will not be sans* 
factory and the^ yieM of ^ddy* an importaut crop m the area, wrfl be 
ajppr^abiy below normal exc^t under river channeis Xt as tiot likely* 
however, Hmt there wiH be any food scarcity in this region. Visakba- 
pataam Southern porHoB had normal rams. Crop poj»itioa m ^ti«* 
fuctpiy. te East C^adavan delta, rainfall is appteombly below aormat, 
Bui the cropa m the delta are nm affected^ and oormal yield t» 
fisxpscted. to the iipiai^d tMiuk% however* the y^id of dry crops wi^ 
be below noriaoealj, and wet paddy cwps ako liviil be appreciably ib^w 
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normal These remarks apply to the West Godavari and Knshna 
Districts also 

In Guntur and Nellore South West Monsoon was below 
normal But there have been some rains m October The yield of 
dry crops over parts of the districts will be shghtly below normal In 
Guntur District m the Delta, harvest is expected to be normal In the 
upland areasv paddy harvest will be below normal In Nellore, there 
may be normal crop m the delta» and in the upland taluks, the result 
of North East Monsoon has to be awaited, so far as the paddy crop 
IS concerned Dry crops will be somewhat less than normal 

In the Rayalaseeraa districts, the South West Monsoon was 
below normal, and dry cops will be affected and yield vmI! be below 
normal Tanks have received only poor supplies In Cuddapah and 
Chittoor, the posi<-ion may yet improve if there are rains m November 
In Kurnool parts of the District had normal ram, but other parts did 
not In Anamapur there have been fairly good rams m October m 
parts Even so, takmg these four districts as a whole, the yield of 
dry crops will be below normal, and the yield of wet crops will be 
appreciably below normctl 

In the Telangana districts, the South West Monsooa was 
generally below normal and the yield will be below normal 

Taking the State as a whole^ it niay be stated that m delta 
areas, paddy production will be normal but m non-delta areas produc^ 
tion of dry crops will not be more than 75% of the normal, and 
regarding wet crops it is not hkely to be more than 5Q% of the normal. 

Even so not only is it not likely that there will be any famine 
condUions prevaiUng m any part of the State» but considering the 
fact that normally the State has an exportable surplus of 5 21 lakh 
tons there will not be even an overall deficit in the State. What q^\ 
is hkely to happen is that there will be certain areas m the State 
whioh would be deficit m their requirements of cereals dye to failure 
of crop5»> In fact, even ordinarily there were always certam areas 
which are deficit in the State although due to the special seasonal 
conduions m parts of the State this year stich deficit areas may be 
more widespread thaa ii^aat Ordinal iJy the req[uirements of^iach 
areas are met by the movement of foodgrains from stirplus areas 
through norntal trade channels and this year also the problem is 
hkely to t^ solved mostly by such normal movement itself since there 
are no restnctians on such xnovement* ' 

Measures for Distributwn of Foodgrains * 

ft will be $een frotii the Appeudi^ that the pnce^ of nee are 
$&awiii$^ a dowawar4 trendy indic^iiog that the measures adopted ^x 
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far have been effective and that, therefore, there is no cause for any 
alarm nor would any large scale relief measures seem to be called for 
The only step that would need to be considered would be that of 
supplying foodgrams at subsidised rates to certain vulnerable sections 
of the population 

Last year 260 fair price shops were opened m the Stat« ( 1 20 m 
Andhra and 140 m Telangana ) for supply of nee to consumers 
These shops, however, ceased to function for want of stocks which 
could not be supplied due to the decision of the Government of 
India, taken m January last, to discontinue the supplies of foodgrams 
from their depots m order to build up stocks for lean months As 
persistent representations were being received for opemng fair price 
shops, the Government addressed the Government of India, m May 
last, to allot about 40,000 tons of nee to Andhra Pradesh for 
distribution to consumers through fair price shops But the Govern^ 
ment of India expressed their mabihty to arrange for any supplies to 
this State owing to limited availability of stocks with them They also 
stated that with the formation of the Southern Rice Zone, rice supply 
position should have improved, and that Andhra Pradesh being 
highly surplus m nee, it would look odd to send nee to Andhra from 
outside They further stated that if it was found possible to procure 
some substantial quantity of nee m Andhra, the question of leaving 
some suitable quantity i;vith the Andhra Pradesh Government for 
local distnbution for important consuming centres m Andhra would 
be considered*

The Government of India may be correct m saying that as a 
Surplus State, Andhra Pradesb may not be having any problem 
regarding the availability of foodgrams as such But, the problem 
of this State is not so much of the actual stock as of the price The 
procurement even by the Government of India would generally be 
at the avera^ paces for the last three months These pnces would 
not naturally be low enough to afford any real rehef to certain vul^ 
neratite sections of ihi^ populauon m the Stale What the Govern- 
tncn of Indm ^hpuld do i$ to procure stocks in Andhra at these 
average pttcm and to supply to the needy are^ at fair prices, thus 
$ubsidisi*ig the diflfone^cse between these two j^rices. Even in Aiidhm 
l^dci^ there are poefceta of popplatidn who are coi^idered to be 
vuli^erable and who shonM also get the benefit of subsidised pncm 
just as the vulnerable sections of popolaiion in any oth^ State are 
l^ifaig*^ Merely because a certain |mrt of the State happened to be 
iurptus in rioe» ii does not mean that the poptdaUan to the rest of the 
^ai«s, ^Nho$e oo«^rpar^ ia other Siaf^ am getting the bm^&t of 
««liiidii^z^^%idb^i^ii^ateo^^^ Ther^<|^e$^ 
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tion to be considered m this context is one of pnce that the vul- 
nerable sections of the population m towns, mdustna! labour, manual 
labour and conservency staff could pay The Government, therefore, 
felt that it was necessary that nee should be supphed to this State, 
from out of the stocks requisitioned by the Government of India, 
for distribution to vulnerable sections of the population during the 
lean months of the year For the remiimng part of this year, the 
requirement has been estimated at about 1 5,000 tons Explaining 
the above position, the Government of India have been addressed, 
on 15-10-1957, to supply about 15,000 tons of nee to this State, 
at subsidised prices The question of opening fair price shops m the 
State would be taken up for consideration as and when the quota 
asked for is received from the Government of India 

The Government of India have so far allotted to this State a 
quantity of about 2,000 tons of nee that had previously been sold 
to them by the erstwhile Hyderabad Government and lying at vanous 
rail head and non - rail - head centres m the State for distnbution to 
consumers through fair pnce shops It is propose to entrust the 
Municipal Corporations m the twin cities of Hyderabad and 
Secunderabad with the distnbution of this quantity through Fair Jhnce 
Shops The proposal is under active cosideration Meanwhile certain 
recognised institutions and organisations have been directly allotted 
some of these stocks

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Note on wheat position in Andhra Pradesh State 

There is at present no control over wheat in this State Till 
June 57, the Central Government were suppl>ing imported wheat to 
the public by issuing stocks to the retailers or fair price shops in the 
twin cities (Hyderabad and Secunderabad) and in some needy districts 
m Telengana area The distribution of wheat has been taken over 
by the State Go%'ernment in June 1957 and since then pernnts for 
imported wheat available at the Central Government Godowns at 
H>derabad are being issued by the Civil Supplies Department at the 
rate of one ton per day for each genuine trader The wheat is issued 
at the rate of Rs 14/ — per maund, Ex-Godown to be sold at reaso- 
nable rates Permits are issued not only to traders. Cooperative 
Societies, Institutions etc , m ttie cities but also to similar persons and 
organisations m the districts provided the local Tahsildar cenifies the 
genuineness of the application for a permit Large quantities also 
wiH be issued for the benefit of the people m the districts according to 
demand. The above procedure for the distabution of wheat has 
been given publicity through a press note issued on 11-10-57 The 
supply position of wheat i:^ satisfactory and the existing stock is about 
54,000 tons
